2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the Town will apply for class five money 
known as TRA and raise the sum of $404.19 required by the 
State. The State will contribute $2,694.60. 


od. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the Town Library. 

6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of Highways and Bridges.

i. ‘lo raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for the temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 


9. To authorize the Tax Collector to give two percent cash 
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discount on all property and personal taxes for the payment 
made within thirty days after the date of the tax bill, and 
empower the Collector to appoint a deputy Collector. 


10. To see if the Town will raise such sums of money 
as May be necessary to improve Town Cemeteries.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools: 


The average cost per pupil for the school year 1960-61 
was $297.53, an increase of $104.60 which is principally due to 
the decrease in the number of pupils attending the school. 
The average daily membership for 1960-61 was 41.6 compared 
t@ene.2 for .1959-60. 


The budget presented at the March, 1961 District Meeting 
indicated an estimated June 30th balance of $2,500 00. The 
actual balance was $2,891.64, a difference of $491.64 which 
was used to reduce the school tax. The estimated amount of 
Foundation Aid was $4,211.00. However, the amount allocated 
by the state was $4,698.39. The increase of $487.39 was also 
used to reduce the school tax. 


The amounts mentioned above reduced the amount to 
be raised by taxes from $16,057.33 to $15,178.30. 


The decrease in average daily membership from 59.2 in 
1959-60-to 41.6 in 1960-61 will have considerable effect on the 
amount of foundation aid to be received in 1962-63. It is 
estimated that Marlow will receive $3,775. less than in 1961-62. 
This means that the loss in state aid will have to be made up 
by taxation. 


A budget increase of $784.57 is requested. There are two 
major increases, tuition and teacher salaries. Tuition payment 
is a statutory requirement. Present teachers’ salaries are $100. 
more than the average 1961 teachers’ college graduate re- 
ceived. Your Teachers have the background of years of ex- 
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perience that is necessary to teach 4 grades in a room. I rec- 
ommend that you recognize this experience and their interest 
in your children by voting the recommended budget. 


Two sehool districts, Gilsum and Surry, who are now 
members of Supervisory Union #60, will be members of the 
Monadnock School District as of July Ist, 1962. They voted to 
join the cooperative district at a special meeting last spring. 
The State Board of Education voted to have the Chesterfield 
School District become a member of Supervisory Union #60 
as of July 1, 1962 to replace the loss of Gilsum and Surry. 


On August 30, 31 and September 1 Marlow teachers took 
part in a workshop with other elementary teachers of Super- 
visory Union #60. Mr. Francis X. Mahoney, Science Consult- 
ant from Ginn and Company spoke on the topic “Trends in 
Teaching Science” and led discussion groups. Miss Jean 
Schneider, Mathematics Consultant from the Silver Burdett 
Company, Mr. George Cunningham, Director, Mathematics 
Education, New Hampshire State Department of Education and 
Mrs. Christyne Galloway, Walpole Junior High School Math- 
ematics teacher were the group leaders on the second day.” 
Dr. J. Louis Cooper, Professor of Education from the Univer- 
sity of Connecticut spoke to the teachers on the topic “Reading 
in the Content Subjects” and conducted group discussions that 
considered this topic. 


The Marlow teachers will be participating im a Social 
Studies Workshop on August 30 and 31 with the teachers from 
the other districts in Supervisory Union #60. Plans for the 
workshop are not yet complete but we hope to have several 
competent consultants in attendance to help us develop a 
Social Studies Syllabus for Grades 1-12. 


At the request of parents the School Board in the interest 
of safety arranged bus routes that pick-up children living 
less than the distance from the school that the state requires 
transportation. It was possible to do this, this year because of 
the reduced distance required for transportation. It may be 
necessary to distcontinue if families move into homes that 
require pupils to be transported.

As your school nurse I serve six towns involving nine 
schools. Some of the areas of service that may be of interest 
are: 


Follow-up on children who are unable to get to an eye 
doctor on their own and when necessary, finding funds to 
help pay for glasses. | 


Aiding parents in learning about available eye doctors, 
and other professional help is another field wherein the nurse 
helps families with their health problems. 


Getting proper help to needy families when the case is 
brought to my attention. 


Attending workshops and school nurse meetings to learn 
what other areas are doing, and what is being done nationally. 
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Follow-up of child guidance problems — working with 
teacher, parent, and pupil to attend our child guidance clinic. 


Helping parents understand communicable diseases and 
answering the question, “when can my child come back to 
school?” 


Much time is spent in keeping health records up to date 
so that they are available and useful. There is a great deal 
of office work in preparing forms to be used, filling in forms 
within the school system, and making out state report forms. 


My work involves working with people in many situa- 
tions, and each day usually presents a challenge. 


My sincere thanks to the Superintendent, School Board, 
Teachers, Parents, Pupils, and Citizens for their cooperation.
